Tue National Intel/igencer says of the 
cotton Crop now growing: 

The crop is estimated at eighteen hun- 
ired thousand bales as the minimum. 
It may, under very favorable contin- 
renciers, exceed this quantity by several 
hundred thousand bales. The last year’s 
crop-fell considerably short of estimates 
made at this stage of the season, In con- 
sequence chiefly of unfavorable weather. 
This season iabor is more expensive and 
less reliable than it was last year. The 
freed people, who work on shares, de- 
mand one-half of the crop, and are not 
easily induced to work even for that por- 
tion. The planter encounters the risk 
andexpense of a cultivation, including 
all the fixed capital, the land, stock, etc., 
and then Jabor takes one half of the 
product, while the government lies in 
wait to seize upon another portion, 
through the cotton tax, as well as 
through the tax which the planter pays 
indirectly upon every article of bis con- 
sumption. Cotton planting was not 
highly remunerative last year, and this 
season it has been, so far as is now 
known, conducted at a posilive loss to 
the planter. 

The political engagements of the freed- 
men this vear will distract their atten- 
tion from field jabors, If they give their 
time to radical politics Uiev are promised 
rewards; and if their employers should 
not pay them for the neglect of their 
work, then the planters’ land and all 
other property will be confiscated, and 
given to the negro voters. This [ast 
decree of the radical powers was made 
recentiy by the great confiscator, Mr. 
Stevens, and has had already its desired 
effect. The megroes, not loving labor at 
any time, will idleness, when they 
find that will puy better iacu industry. 

One third of the cotton that went for- 
ward to msurket last year, was of the 
growth of 1865, which parties bad kefit 
on hand. This year, none of the cotton 
of the last crop remialos to go forward, 
except here and there a few bales; and

certified that DUNHAM was Ais coun- 
séllor.’’ His services, HOLT says, were 
“performed without solicitation, and in 
the interests of truth and justice,” in 
connection with the SukRaATT trial. 
“Although in jail,’ RippLe, once a 
member of Congress, now a lawyer in 
Washington, says, “he managed to 
keep informed of the progress of the case, 
and from time to time communicated 
important facts and suggestions ;"’ and 
‘the Government was “under great obli- 
gations to him for much valuable infor- 
mation.’’ 

Even before ASHLEY brutally charged, 

Bor_er hinted, in the House, that 
President JOHNSON was an accomplice 
in the murder of his predecessor, we ex- 
pressed in these columns our belief that 
an: attempt was being made to suborn 
testimony to prove that charge. And 
when the Secretary of War permitted

in the ordinary spirit of criminal juris- 
prudence ; and is not therefore to be sur- 


rendered to oblivion with an apathy 
which usually follows a failure to 
convict. 


‘* What were its motives? Not-to pro- 

tect society against a repetition of the 

same crime by this individual, even sup- 

posing him guilty. He had left the 

country, and, if guilty, would never have 

returned. The life of no persen in the 

United States was jess secure for his be- 

ing at large; nor would the government 

of any foreign state have felt any ay\pre- 

bension from his presence in its territory. 

Neither was it the puryiose of this trial 

to make afi example to deter others from 

the commission of similar crimes, The 
assassination of President Lincoln had 

been so terribly 0 eee by the prompt 

execution of the other alleged conspira- 
tors that nothing could be added to the 
preventive terrors of punishment, even 
if'a combination of circumstances like 
that which attended the assassination 
were ever likely to occur again. 

“« The motive of this trial was not the 
vindication of justice, but the vindica- 
tion of the government and its famous 
military commission. The prisoner bad 
not, therefore, the ordinary chances of a 
person on trial for his life. His acquittal 
would have been a condemnation of the 
government. If this prisoner could be 
convicted by an ordinary court of jus- 
tice, the impression meant to be given 
to the country was that the military 
commission, thuugh perhaps irregular, 
had not violated substantial justice, 
since the result was precisely similar to 
what took place in an ordinary tribunal, 
in a case almost identical, and resting on 
much of the same evidence, The para- 
mount 7S of this trial was the exeul- 
pation of the goveroment; the life of 
the prisoner was deemed neceasary to 
the attainment of that object. A weak 
individual thus struggling for his life 
against a powerful government bent on 
taking it asa means of rescuing itself 
from odium and infamy, was placed at « 
disadvantage never before encountered 
by a prisonerin this country io a court 
of justice. 

Judge PrERREPONT, who received a fee 
from the Government to prosecute, has 
been for years a most close and intimate 
friend of STANTON, the most. deeply in- 
terested of all men to justify the strangu- 
lation of Mre. SuRRATY.: ‘ Before the 
trial commenced,’ says the Wor/d, “it 
was anuounced from Washington that 
Judge PIERREPONT would not consent to 
conduct the case for the Government 
until he became convinced, by examina- 
tion of the evidence, that the prisoner 
was undoubtedly guilty. This was a 
trick for causing the testimony to be read 
with jaundiced eyes—a trick for procur- 
ing a conviction in the publie mind in 
advance of the trial. There was much 
similar trickery in the court, calculated 
to impress the public with the idea that 
if the prisoner weré not promptly con- 
demned, it would the fault of the jury, 
Phe resort to such Hevices proved, if not 
the consciousness Of a weak Cause, then 
most certainly an excessive and nervous 
solicitude.”’ 

The witnesses for the prosecution were 
hurried away a8 soon agthey had testi- 
lied, that the counsel for the defence 
night not be able to prove that they had 
made statements elsewhere, contradic- 
tory of those madé by them in testifying, 
the Judge refusing to compel them to 
remain, Of these witnesses, several 
were of a character so disreputable 
that it was disgraceful on the part of the 
(jovernment to put them on the stand. 
The Judge, Fisues, though not as 
coarse and brutal as JEFFREYS and 
ScRoucs, was equally as upfair. His 
ruling~ were, throughout, most glaringly 
against (he prisoner,’’—so much and per- 
sistently so, that the counse! for the 
defence noted a hundred and fifty excep- 
tiohs. Of his charge to the Jury, the 
New York J/ierald says with eutire 
truth: 

‘* Jt would be strange ifthe jury could 
hold any definite line of reason with 
Judge Fisher's charge, the last thing 
committed to their memories. That 
charge would be diffieult to character- 
ize. It bewan with a harangue op the 
propriety of capital punishment— which 
seemed to assume that it was not the 
prisoner's guilt that was in «question, 
but only whether he should be hanged 
or whether the “‘sentimentalism’’ that 
opposes capital punishment should have 
its way and saye his life. Weneed not 
dwell on the glaring impropriety of 
mooting such a point to the jury that 
had yet to determine the man’s status 
before the law. Following this haran- 
gue oO capital punishment came another 
in equally bad taste on the wickedness 
of the rebellion, the judge evidently de- 
siring to fortify the uniouism as well as 
the hanging purposes of the Jury before 
taking up the prisoner's case. The 
eharce then discussed the supreme court 
decision on the Jjiligan court martial, in 
connection with whisn it took up the 


general principles of the constitution of 
the L nited States, and haying gone into 
some_detail closed with these words: 
‘Hut with this military commission, 
gentlemen, you have oO vongern gt this 
time.’ Having wakened up to ibis faci, 
| the judge next entered on Surratt’s case, 
aod charged the jury as to its duty if

the evidence had produced on the minds 
af the members ‘a moral conviction’ 
of the prisoner’s participation in the 
murder or aby of the acts that led to. it, 
instructed them as to the legal value of 
an alibi, ete. As if the foregoing were 
not enough curiosities to furnish a single 
Charge, yery Dovel citations of cases 
were made, sugh @¢2 case from the Book 
of Kings—a good book, no doyut, Wut not 
often quoted as an authority on crimiual 
jurisprudence.”’ 

He deciared to the jury, that they were 
not the judges of the Igw. That, other 
Courts have done, so that he iw noi to be 
censured for that. But when he under- 
took to make law, the jury did have the 
right, knowing thdt his charge was 
not law, to refuse to take his dicta as 
law, and upon them habhg the prisoner. 
They were the judges of the iaw, uf right, 
and have always been so, for jhe XPress 
purpose of rescuing men from the ven- 
geance of the Government when it is 
sought to make them the instruments 
wherewith to do judicial murder, 


STANTON and HOLT have signal'y 
failed, after mouths of preparation, and 
aided by SANFORD CONOVER'S valuable 
information and suggestions, to justify 
themselves aud the military commission 
that hanged Mrs. Strrav7. Wo one 
now believes that she wasguilty. Every 
one knows, thatif she was, she was illegal- 
ly executed. And above all, such a con- 
trast has been presented to the people 
between @ trial by fury, even before a 
partisan judge, and @ trial by military 
commission, that there is no danger of 
that instrument of despotism being used 
again, except in the Southern Provinces, 
where the people have no Constitutional 
or even humaa vights which a negro or 
Radical is bound to respect.'’ 


We see many evil sights in these da 
ofthe deeadence of the Republic, that 
affect us with @ profound sadness, when 
we contrast these bad times and the 
men in power, with “ the times that are 
no more,” apd the men over whose 
graves Radicalism rampsand the Mame- 
lukes of military despotism ride. Every 
one who has lived more than a half- 
ceptury, belongs more to the past than 
the present, and consortse with the dead 
more than the living. There is nothing 
in our present that does not sadden us; 
but itis when the springs of civil and 
criminal justice are poisoned, as they 
now are, and the bitter waters of Marah 
flow from them, that the Present is dark- 
est and the Future more hopeless. The 
trial of SURBRATT is one of the mile-stones 
that mark the progress of the Republic to 
its final resting-place of shame and dis- 
honour, 


Au Amertean Becomes a Frenchman. 

The acting minister of the interjor in 
France is an American. He was born in 
Bostou, and bis father’s name was 
Welles. When he was four years old, 
his parents went with him to France, 
where the Marquis de Lavalette took a 
liking to him and finally adopted bim. 
Some seven or eight years ago, an impe- 
rial decree naturalized him asa French 
subject, and siace then he called himself 
Weiles Comte de Lavalette. He made 
himself notorious by his ultra imperial- 
ism, and was rewarded by being put 
up at the last elections as govern- 
ment candidate for a seat in the 
corps legisiatiff. The opposition candi- 
date twitting bim with his foreign de- 
scent, and thata native of the United 
States looked singular in playing the ro/- 
of ap ultra imperialist, Welles issued a 
card in which he indignantly repudiated 
the country of his birth, and claimed 
that he bad become a Frenchman from 
the bottom of his heart. - His district 
being overwhelmingly Bonapartistic, be 
was, of course, elected, aod after the 
Marquis de Lavalette became minister of 
the interior appointed Welles his under- 
recrelary. enever the minister is 
temporarily abeent from Paris, Welles 
bas charge of the administration of this 
important department.
